Bradford, an employe of the 
ICC for 37 years and an exami- 
mer since 1928, told the Post- 
Dispatch Frisco's violation of 
the law had placed the railroad 
in an “untenable position.” For 
this reason, he said, he had 
recommended that the ICC 
order Brisco to get rid of all its 
stock or else share control with 
the Illinois Central and Sea- 
board. ' 

“If Frisco accepts this solu- | 
tion,” his report declared, “it 
will be bailed out, unharmed, 
from its present untenable 
position.” 

“There'can be no doubt that 
Central's service: would be im- 
proved more through the united 
efforts of three of its connect- 
ing carriers than of one such 
carrier alone,” he declared. |

of Central would be almost $7.- | 
000,000, and certainly an invest- | 
ment of this size would furnish 
some incentive to protect it. 
In addition, similar invest- 
ments by Illinois Central and 
Seaboard would impel them to 
do all to improve Central that 
Frisco proposes to do, and 
more. ..

Abdel Nasser to extend his po- 
litical power in other Arab 
lands. Then in April, Saud went 
still further, importantly help- 
ing King Hussein in the Jordan 
crisis and thus embarking on 
open opposition to Nasser’s de- 
signs. 
Crucial Factor. 


The new policy developed by 
Saud since last October is clear- 
ly the single most crucial factor

Lisenhower doctrine. If Saud 
e~cin changes his mind, return-

It can be seen, then, why | 
King Saud’s reactions in the 
present crisis have really over- 
whelming importance.

Lever for Persuasion.

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UNITED NATIONS, he © 
July 26—Establishment of a per- 
rmanent United Nations force 
for “preventive policing as well 
as enforcement” was urged 
here yesterday by Prime Minis- 
ter Huseyn Shaheed Suhra- 
wardy of Pakistan. He suggest- 
ed that such a force would help 
member nations “to make rapid 
progress with disarmament 
measures, including the aban- 
donment of nuclear weapons.” 

The proposal was made by 
Suhrawardy in an address re- 
corded for future broadcasting 
by the U.N. radio. 

Later in the day, he repeat- 
ed the plea in a speech at the 
World Affairs Center. At that 
time, however, he said that 
economic and moral sanctions 
would also be useful against 
nations that “disregard the 
United Nations and violate its 
principles.” 

In support of his proposal, 
he cited the setting up of. the 
U.N. Emergency Force in the 
Middle East last year. He said 
that with this move the organi- 
zation “entered upon its most 
effective phase” and credited 
the move with “preventing a 
conflagration” in the area.

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Silence at the White House 


The narrow defeat of the federal school aid 
bill in the House of Representatives follows hot 
on the heels of the emasculation of the civil 
rights bill in the Senate. 

Each was an Eisenhower Administration meas- 
ure. Each was listed as a major item in the 
White House program. Yet at the crucial mo- 
ment, when the fate of the measure hung in the 
balance, the President was silent. 

Why this presidential silence? 

The question is asked more easily than it is 
answered. 


A strong publie appeal from the White House 
to retain the heart of the enforcement section 
of the civil rights bill would have had no effect 
on the Southern Democrats. It might not have 
changed a single vote among the Western Demo- 
erats who voted for the Anderson-Aiken 
amendment. | 

But who can say that it would not have made 
some changes on the Republican side? Would 
Eisenhower Republicans such as Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts and Smith ef New Jersey and 
Cotton of New Hampshire have voted against 
an appeal that put the White House prestige and 
influence to the test’ 

Senator Knowland warned President Eisen- 
hower about the desperate situation that was 
taking form. He feretold the defeat that was 
coming unless there was a turn in the situation. 
But the President said nothing. One day's 
silence followed another. When the roll call was 
taken 18 Republicans joined 34 Democrats in 
the amputation. 


The story on school aid is much the same. A 
year ago a school aid bill failed largely because 
President Eisenhower did not support it strong- 
ly enough to win the needed votes among the 
Republicans. That was warning as to what 
would happen in this session if the President 
did not bestir himself to get the bill passed. 

As Senator Knowland warned Mr. Eisenhower 
on civil rights so did former Speaker Martin 
warn him on school aid. The Associated Press 
reported that the President was considering the 
issuance of a statement almost as the vote was 
about to begin. Anything said then of course 
would have been much too late. 

The school aid defeat is all the more bitter 
because it was so narrow. Even with an anti- 
segregation rider tacked on the bill failed by 

‘the hairline vote of 208 to 203. Had just three 
House members been won over from opposition 
to support, the bill would have carried 206 to 
205. Surely President Eisenhower could have 
won three G.O.P. votes in the House. 


Presumably this means the rejection of school 
construction legislation for this session. The 
school room shortage will grow the warse. 
Thousands of American boys and girls will be 
short-changed in their educational facilities. 

Actually this vote ought to be reversed and 
reversed quickly. It could be done if there were 
the will to do it. But the half-hearted backing 
from the White House holds out little hope 
that the influence of the presidency would be 
put into it. 

If President Eisenhower had worked for the 
passage of worthy social gains in the same way 
that the White House has toiled for the defeat 
of public power at Hell's Canyon, a far different 
legislative record would be in the writing in 
Washington today. 
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Investigators for Trujillo 

In answer to the growing suspicions of North 
Americans, the Trujillo dictatorship of the Do- 
minican Republic has at last agreed to do some- 
thing about the Galindez case. What it has done 
is to employ, two New York attorneys, Morris 
L. Ernst and William H. Munson, to make an 
“independent” thvestigation of the affair. 

Messrs. Ernst and Munson are distinguished 
lawyers, and as such they must knew the prob- 
jems and pitfalls of undertaking this task. For 
the Trujillo government has been thoroughly 
unce-operative so far, the two attorneys will 
lack official status, and the trail is growing cold. 

The question is whether Trujillo agents kid- 
naped Dr. Jesus de Galindez, an anti-Trujillo 
scholar, from New York, and whether he was 
flown away in a plane piloted by a young 
American, Gerald Murphy. Dr. Galindez disap- 
peared in March 1956, young Murphy vanished 
nine months later in the Dominican Republic. 
And a month after that Dominican officials said 
Murphy had been murdered by a native flyer 
who then killed himself. 

Thus. the three main characters in the mystery 
can no longer testify. The Trujillo government 
has refused to permit its former consul-general 
in New York to testify before a Washington 
grand jury investigating the case. Yet it has 
finally hired “independent” investigators to pick 
up this old trail without power of subpena or 
right to take testimeny under oath. 

All Messrs. Ernst and Munson have is the Tru- 
jillos’ promise of a check and full co-operation, 
whieh was never given official Americap inves- 
tigators. The record does not inspire much con- 
fidence that the mystery will be solved in this 
manner. 


The Frisco and the ICC 

Chairman Owen Clarke of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission made one of the sillier state- 
ments about the Friseo-Central of Georgia mer- 
ger when he said that @ violation of the law 
becomes “immaterial” when the ICC finds that 
a merger is in the public interest. 

Mr. Clarke should be old enough to know that 
attaining a proper end by illegal means does 
not legalize those means. If a law is willfully 
violated, the violator should be punished and 
deprived of what he gains by the violation. 

The real question in the Frisco's case is 
whether the law which forbids ore railroad to 
acquire control of another without ICC authori- 
vation was consciously and intentionally vic- 
lated. President Clark Hungerford says any 
violation was inadvertent, and the ICC members 
who heard the case agree that it was. 

Mr. Hungerford says the Frisco was buying 
Central of Georgia stock in 1955, but believed 
it had acquired less than 50 “per cent at the 
time it applied for ICC permission te acquire 
control. Then it learned that a block of the 
railroad’s securities had been™~keld in a non- 
voting trust, and that if this block were ex- 


¢luded from the total assets, the Frisco’s acqui- 
. sitions amounted to more than 50 per cent. Upon 


making this discovery, says Mr. Hungerford, the 
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justify holding that the merger should not be 
blocked by an accidental legal technicality. It 
could not justify holding that a willful and sub 
stantive law violation was “immaterial.” 
Congressional investigators, im addition to 
probing all the facts of the Frisco deal, might 
well inquire into the advigability of clarifying 
the law. What is meant specifically by “con- 
trol” of one line by another? . Does “control” 
exist even though it is not exercised? Is “con- 
trol” to be inferred merely from the ownership 
of a given percentage of the voting stock? Clear 
answers in the statute might help to avoid con- 
fusion in such cases.

Protection for Property Owners 

St. Louisans who own their own homes have 
a good deal to gain by approving the new City 
Charter Aug. 6. High on any list of Charter ad- 
vantages to the home owner is the fact that, 
through the 7-7-1 Board of Aldermen, it attacks 
the noxious system of “aldermanic courtesy” 
and the consequent evil of spot-zoning. 

Under “aldermanic courtesy” the Aldermen 
give each other complete control of affairs af- 
fecting their individual wards. They do so 
without regard to the merits af pending legisla- 
tion or its effect on the city as a whole. It is 
a mutual back-scratching device that permits 
the Aldermen to be dictators in their own 
wards, frequently to the detriment of their own 
constituents. 

"Pake the man who wants to. put a filling sta- 
tion or a junk yard on a vacant lot in the midst 
ef a single-family neighborhood. If he can 
“reach” the Alderman involved, the project is 
an accomplished fact—regardiess of tle sub

would follow. All the other Aldermen will go 
along with the ward Alderman, and adjacent 
property owners can only grin and bear it. 

In the last 18 months or so spot-zoning has 
not been so serious a menace as it had been— 
principally because of the spotlight turned on 
it by Mayor Tucker, who has set a record for 
the number of spot-zoning bills he has vetoed. 
Prior to that, however, the 1950 comprehensive 
zoning ordinance had been riddled with spot 
amendments. At least 62 of them went into ef- 
fect over mayoral vetoes. 

Every one of these amendments became law 
because of “aldermanic courtesy.” In this con- 
nection, home owners may find it significant 
that Democratic Alderman A. J. Cervantes of 
the Fifteenth ward, one of those who helped 
organize the anti-Charter committee, voted 48 
times to over-ride vetoes of zoning ordinances 
in the period 1951-55; likewise Republican 
Fred W. Haag of the Twelfth Ward, another 
Charter opponent, voted on 38 occasions to 
over-ride mayoral zoning vetoes. Cervantes up- 
held the Mayor once; Haag never. That is, they 
habitually granted “courtesy” whenever it was 
asked: naturally they must have expected the 
favors to be returned, for that is the way the 
Board of Aldermen had been operating. The 
result has been the spread of blight and decay 
through the city with a consequent loss of 
thousands of dollars in property values. 

The 7-7-1 aldermanic plan ought to eliminate 
one of the major temptations to practice “cour- 
tesy” since the seven Aldermen who are elected 
at large would have nothing to gain by such an 
arrangement. More importantly, the seven-at- 
large Aldermen could not afford to be parties to 
spot-zoning anywhere, for their constituency 
would be city-wide; they could not grant “cour- 
tesy” to a ward Alderman, say, and not expect 
to suffer. 

Property values usually are created only after 
years of saving and hard work. Property owners 
who wish to protect themselves against a spot- 
zoning that Would-dig deeply into their pocket- 
books will support the Charter Aug. 6. 
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Agenda for a Flu Epidemic 

A sensible program for dealing with the in- 
fluenza epidemic sweeping up from Asia is 
offered by Dr. David D. Rutstein, head of the 
Department of Preventive Medicine at Harvard 
University. Writing in Harper's magazine, Dr. 
Rutstein proposes that the United States Gov- 
ernment establish priorities in the use of the 
vaccine now being developed, and stockpile 
antibiotics effective against the pneumonia 
germs, the most costly complication of flu. 

Individuals can best contribute te fighting 
this world epidemic by going to bed and calling 
a doctor at once if they develop chills or a 
chilly sensation “followed by high fever and 
associated with marked prostration” or cough, 
in Dr. Rutstein’s judgment. 

No one yet can predict how mild or how 
severe will be the impact on the United States 
of the world epidemic of flu which started in 
April at Hong Kong. Thus far the cases have 
been relatively mild, though so numerous that 
essential community services were impaired in 
Taipeh, Singapore, Manila, and Bombay, and 
schools were closed in Tokyo. That is why 
Dr. Rutstein suggests a set of priorities on vac- 
cine. The virus is a new mutant to which no 
one has built up immunity, and against which 
earlier vaccines are ineffective. 

Cases of Asiatic flu in the United States this 
summer are expected to be relatively mild, since 
summer is not conducive to flu anyway. Winter 
may be a different matter; it is a flu season, and 
these epidemics have come hefore in waves 
with the second wave the deedlier. All these 
considerations argue for the course of pre- 
ventive medicine Dr, Rutstein proposes. 

Meanwhile, we can all take consolation in the 
fact that the new mutant virus has been _re- 
ceived by laboratories in the United States, and 
a vaccine is being developed from it by a half- 
dozen pharmaceutical houses. It is expected 
that the vaceine will be ready by fall. On a still 
wider front the World Health Organization of 
the United Nations is bringing together at 
London the work on flu of more than 50 labora- 
tories in all parts of the world. Like Dr. Rut- 
stein, they are all convinced that our knowl- 
edge of the disease can, be put to miximum 
benefit by using this meantime well.

While Israel has just celebrated the 
anniversary of its birth; it is well to 
recall another anniversary, leading up 
to it, which will occur on Nov. 29, 1957. 
It is the tenth anniversary of the pas- 
sage of the Palestine Partition Resolu- 
tion by the United Natians. 


The events after the end of the British 
Mandate (May 14, 1948) and the proc- 
lamation of the State of Israel are 
well known. But the half-year between 
these dates ‘November 29, 1947—.May 
14, 1948)—-an interval of power vacuum 
created by the lack of authority of the 
“lame duck” Mandate, pending the 
definite formation of the State of Is- 
rael, the Arab State of Palestine and 
the International Zone of Jerusalem— 
is a little known period of our current 
history.

The remain- 
ing 44 per cent was to be divided be- 
tween the Arab State of Palestine and 
the International Zone of Jerusalem, 
which would be accessible at all times 
to all three faiths.

If Herman Wehmeier really 
has gained his second wind, | 
then Manager Fred Hutchinson 
has found a fourth starting | 
pitcher and the Cardinals have | 
strengthened their pennant | 
prospects in a National League 
race as close as one customer 
to another these thrilling days 
and nights at Busch Stadium. 

Throughout the season Hutch- 
inson has had to hunt a hurler 
or more to compensate for his 
pre-season Big Four, which in- 
cluded Wehmeier, Murry Dick- 
son and Vinegar Bend Mizell 
as well as the only one to de-| 
liver, Sam Jones. 

First the manager tried 
rookie Tom Cheney, then Lindy | 
McDaniel and Willard Schmidt. 
And when he still turned up 
short up front, Hutch reached 
into his bullpen and _ started 
his best'relief pitcher, Larry 
Jackson. Then his fairy god- 
mother waved her magic wand 
and, presto, there was Von Mé- | 
Daniel, a handsome high school 
lad, to help the Redbirds over 
a rough spot. 

Always, though, there has 
been more uncertainty than is 
healthy for a club with cham- |= 
pionship ambitions. From time | 
to time injuries to a Jones or a 
Dickson, the mysterious failure | 
of a MizeH, the undependability 
of a Wehmeier or the inexperi- | 
ence of a younger McDaniel 
have kept the Cardinals’ pitch- 
ing plans as unreliable as back- | 
fence gossip. 

Hutch Right in the Clutch. 


Recently, however, an over- 
powering Jones, talented Jack- 
son and fast-improving older 
McDaniel have combined to 
suggest the kind of consistency 
that keeps a cortending ball 
club in almost every day’s ball 
game: If only, Hutchinson has 
indicated, he could find a fourth 
strong-armed starter to make a 
regular rotation. 

A dumb reporter, facing | 
Hutch’s plight, would have 
turned his back on Wehmeier 
and concentrated on young Von 
McDaniel, especially for the 
deciding contest of a series 
with defending champion 
Brooklyn, still the team to beat. 
The  thick-headed reporter 
would have had to pitch one | 
of the McDaniels, both of whom 
had hurled ably against the 
Dodgers. 

Wehmeier? Never! 

But Hutchinson, who makes 
the right guesses far more often 
than the wrong, had seen some- | 
thing. He'd recognized in re- | 
cent relief roles and a seven- | 


inning starting assignment last 
Sunday at Pittsburgh that Weh- 
meier was back in stride, that 
he’d again become the hurler 
who was the Cardinals’ best 
pitcher"the second half of last 
season. | 
So handsome Herman, who 
hadn’t completed a game since 
opening day.or. won one since 
July 1, was given the important 
task of trying to topple Don 
Newcombe and the perennial 
National League kingpins last 
night at Busch Stadium. As a 
noisy, 27,892 crowd would | 
agree, Wehmeier did the job | 
most thoroughly in an exciting 
3-2 ball game. 
Curfew Keeps "Em Out. 


As a result of the 30-year-old 
strapping righthander’s sharp 
six-hit triumph and other activ- 
ity in the National League the 
last 24 hours, only one game | 
now separates the first four | 
elubs. The Cardinals, regain- | 
ing second place, officially are 
a half-game behind Milwaukee, 
but counting that suspended 
contest in which they hold a 
nine-run ninth-inning lead at 
Pittsburgh, they’d be in front. 
Philadelphia, fifth, is only two 
and one-half lengths out. 

“If Herm goes on now to 
pitch the way I believe he can, 
we've got our starting four,” 
said Hutchinson, “with Dick- 
son, Mizell or Von McDaniel 
the extra man when we need 
a fifth one because of double- 
headers. Our pitching outlook 
definitely is better.” 

Although the Cardinals had 
snapped Newcombe’s 12-game 
mastery over them a week ago 
at Brooklyn, they still hadn't 
beaten the big guy here since 
May, 1951. When they finally 
did it, they needed help in the 
form of one damaging error, 
the kind the Dodgers tradi- 
tionally don’t make. 


Outhitting Brooklyn by two 
blows, the Redbirds scored a 
run in the fourth on successive 
singles by Wally Moon, Del En- 
nis and Ken Boyer. They 
picked up an unearned tally in 
the fifth as Don Blasingame 
doubled and scored when 
Charley Neal missed Al Dark’s 
grounder.

Private, single family housing 
starts are at a slower pace than 
published figures indicate, ac- 
cording to a report by Housing 
Securities, Inc. New York, 
which states that a resurgence 
in long neglected rental hous- 
ing is hiding its light under a 
bushel while boosting ‘total 
starts to a higher level. 

The 19 per ¢ent total decline 
in housing starts for the first 
four months of 1957, compared 
with like period in 1956, ob- 
scured the sharper slump. in 
home building which declined 
by as much as 25 per cent. 

The slump was partially off- 
set by a gain of 48 per cent in 
multiple starts “over the same 
period. 

“This paradox of conflicting 
trends in today's residential 
construction market warrants a 
fresh look at the apartment 
building market,” the report 
continues. 

“The current high activity in 
apartment building is important 
im that it signifies a reversal of 
a prolonged downward trend in 
multiple construction which had 
reached rock bottom in 1956. 
Our continuing analysis of 
_ housing market conditions feads 
“us to the conclusion that this 
reversed trend will stay with us 
for some time, provided suffi- 
cient funds are available.” 

The main reasons for a more 
active apartment construction 
market, as stated in the report, 
are: 

The low pace of private mul- 
tiple construction since 1951 
has created a sizable backlog of 
demand. This backlog has been 
accentuated by demolitions 
which were largely multiple 
structures.

Four fundamental factors 
should be considered in deter- 
mining the right price and 
terms for a home, George S. 
Goodyear, president of the Nae 
tional Association of Home 
Builders, said in a lecture at the 
recent Merchandising Short 
Course for Homebuilders, held 
at the National Housing Center 
in Washington, D.C. 

Speaking to 85 builders who 
had come from all parts of the 
nation to attend a three-day 
“post-graduate course” in mere 
chandising homes, Goodyear exe 
plained the “fundamental four” 
in terms of the relationship bee 
tween: (1) the price of a lot and 
the total value of the property; 
(2) the price of a house and the 
prevailing standards of a neigh- 
borhood; (3) the price of a 
house and the paying ability of 
a potential home buyer; (4) 
monthly rental charges and 
monthly housing expenses. 


“The last two factors directly 
influence the terms of a sale,” 
said the Charlotte (N.C.) home- 
builder. “It is up to the build- 
er to ascertain the potential of 
his particular market. This 
would involve a careful consid- 
eration of the size of the market 
for each respective price range 
of houses, the desired building 
volume’ and general ‘building 
trends in the area. 


“After a builder has defined 
his market, a more detailed 
analysis of the chara¢teristics of 
the customer is warranted. Such 
an analysis would guide the 
establishment of selling terms 
which are in line with the 
market.” 

Experts in various phases of 
advertising, public relations, 
sales promotion and marketing 
of homes comprised the “fac- 
ulty” of the Merchandising 
School, which was conducted by 
the “Theatre for Industry.” 

One of the students was 
Frank Selwyn, head of a real 
estate firm in Wolverhampton, 
England, which sells approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 in homes an- 
nually” , 

Selwyn, who made the 7200- 
mile round trip to “school” at 
his own expensé: remarked, 
“This course has been a real 
education for me. Merchandis- 
ing problems in England and 
the United States are amazingly 
alike, but the solutions we and 
you have found to these prob- 
lems are quite different. When 
it comes to merchandising 
homes, American methods are 
far ahead of anything on our 
side of the water.” 


Predicts Downtown 
Districts Will Stay 


Centers for Business 


Park and shop plans, down- 
town days, citywide sales and 
other promotions aimed at re- 
vitalizing downtown business 
districts of our major cities 
should be geared to future as 
well as present needs, economist 
Robert H. Armstrong, New 
York, writing in the current 
issue of Urban Land, says. 

Armstrong writes that too 
many downtown groups are try- 
ing to reincarnate the patterns 
of a half or a quarter century 
ago. Shopping patterns have 
changed and revitalization will 
come only if. such promotions 
can be attuned to the demands 
and requirements of present- 
day living. 

As viewed at the present, 
downtowns of American cities 
will continue to be the centers 
of commerce, banking, manage- 
ment, professions, culture, the 
fine arts and even education. 
However, they ,unquestionahly 
will’ become less important in 
terms of retail trade. Hence, 
all efforts to revitalize the 
country’s downtowns should be 
directed toward their strengths 
and not their weaknesses. 

The economist feels that the 
suburban shopping center has 
been accepted as part and par~ 
cel of family homelife, while 
downtown shopping districts 
have not. Downtowns, he says, 
are too aloof, reserved, formal 
and lacking in the type of 
camaraderie found in the sub- 
urban centers. 

Armstrong suggests that 
where downtown shopping areas 
are integrated parts of com- 
mercial and financial districts, 
the impact of decentralizing 
retail trade will not be as 
severe as in those cities where 
retail districts aré more-or less 
isolated.

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Dr. Carl E. Schneider Back Home After Two Years of Lectures at German Universities 


By Clarissa Start 


HE first time Dr. Carl E. 
T Schneider went to Germany 

it was to study theology. 
The last time it was to teach. 
Between the two dates, 1913 
and 1955, have transpired many 
changes in German-American 
relations, philosophical as well 
as political. Running parallel 
to that history has been the 
personal history of scholar-his- 
torian Schneider, who has in- 
terpreted and helped unify the 
Protestant churches of both 
countries. 


One of the most accom- 
plished of St. Louis church 
figures and one of the most 


‘ modest, Dr. Schneider is a dif- 


ficult subject for the inter- 
viewer because he has had not 
one but many successful ca- 
reers. A professor of church 
history at Eden Theological 
Seminary in Webster Groves, 
he has also been a major fig- 
ure in the recent merger of his 
own Evangelican and Reformed 
Church and the Congregational 
churches, and an active worker 
in refuge aid and church re- 
habilitation in Europe. 

Just returned from two years 
of lecturing under a Fulbright 
teaching scholarship at major 
-German universities, he is now 
settling down to the career 
which merges them all, that of 
writing a German-American 
church history. Combined with 
this is his other career, that 
of successful family man, fa- 
ther of two children who are 
following his world minded ex- 


ample, husband of a woman 
who is his most ardent ad- 
mirer. 


“Even though,” Mrs. Schnei- 
der smiles, “He is a historian 
who remembers all important 
dates except family birthdays 
and anniversaries.” 


Sitting calmly and graciously 
in the midst of the car@table 
and packing box confusion of 
moving back into their Newport 
avenue home in Webster, the 
Schneiders discussed their im- 
pressions of their two-year 
tour. A major one was the in- 
terest of German churches in 
the American church scene. 


“The questions most asked 
on my lecture tour had to do 
with the American congrega- 
tion and the entire idea of 
stewardship in our churches,” 
says Dr. Schneider. “There is 
an interest in our theology, 
too, which is a great change. 
When I was a student in 1913 
there was just a spirit of tol- 
eration toward anything Amer- 
ican in theology lines. The im- 
plication was that the Amer- 
ican had much to learn from 
German theology. That has 
changed now. The eyes and 
ears are open, not only tech- 
nologically but in the sphere 
of the philosophical.”

dent that theological education 
must be emancipated from that 
kind of professionalism. The 
type developing now is similar 
to our American seminaries, 
with dormitories where stu- 
dents live together, are bound 
together by church related ties.

As any church student of 
Germany knows, the historical 
concept of church there is 
quite different ‘from our.

“How can we adapt—not adopt,

church aid. He returned in 1948 
for additional work. On one 
early project, an effort to re- 
lay 20,000 food packages into 
Hungary, he spent six weeks in 
Vienna only to be told by the 
Russians, “The packages can 
come in but Schneider can’t.” 
Through church friends in Hun- 
gary he sent the packages on. 


On early postwar visits he 
went into East Germany but on 
this trip did not go on the ad- 
vice of friends (‘Including his 
wife,” savs Mrs. Schneider.) The 
closest the Schneiders got to 
the iron curtain was the town 
of Hof, which is half in Ger- 
many, half in Czechoslovawia. 
Formerly united, it now is di- 
vided by high board fences, 
barbed wire and watch towers, 
and, “When you look through 
your binoculars,” says Mrs. 
Schneider, “you see a man with 
binoculars looking at you.” 


Dr. Schneider's interest in 
getting in the East zone was 
to study archives which he 
had seen in Berlin in 1937 
but which had been removed. 
An east zone church colleague 
volunteered to help and much 
to Dr. Schneider's surprise, he 
received microfilm of all the 
volumes via regular mail. 

His research into the church 
life has uncovered many fascin- 
ating sidelights. For those who 


may have wondered at the back- 
ground of the merger between 
the E & R and the Congrega- 
tional churches, he can relate 
how pastors of the Evangelical 
Synod (an outgrowth of Luth- 
eran and Calvinistic or Re- 
formed bodies in Germany) 
were befriended by Congrega- 
tionalists when they came to 
this country and aided finan- 
cially by the Congregational- 
supported American Home Mis- 
sion Society.

ONGREGATIONAL puritan- 
C ism and Evangelical pietism 

drew them together and when 
the new pastors sent reports back 
from their new midwestern 
homes, they sent them to Ger- 
many and to the A.H.MS. of- 
fice, too. While getting his doc- 
torate at the University of Chi- 
cago, Dr. Schneider found a col- 
lection of these pioneer letters 
and, says his wife, “You'd have 
thought he'd found a _ gold 
mine.” 

Dr. Schneider received anoth- 
er doctorate, an honorary de- 
gree at the University of Mainz, 
the first Fulbright scholar to 
be so honored by a German 
university. Another Fulbright 
“first” was the fact that he 
and his son, Carl J. were the 
first father-son Fulbright schol- 
ars, each having applied with- 
out the other's knowledge. 
Young Carl studied at Bonn, is 
now in Turkey, sent by the 
University of Nebraska to help 
set up the curriculum of a new 
university at Ankara. 


Mrs. Schneider misses her 
son, daughter-in-law, and grand- 
children but is happy that 
their daughter, Marian is near- 
by, doing religious work in 
Springfield, Ill. Marian did 
postwar rehabilitation work in 
Coventry, West Berlin, France, 
and Salzburg, Austria. Mrs. 
Schneider herself is an accom- 
plished pianist and a renowned 
hostess, not only to every Eden 
seminary student but to a con- 
stant stream of visitors from 
all over the world. World un- 
derstanding is part of their 
pattern of life as well as belief. 

“The hope for German-Amer- 
ican relations and in fact all 
relations depends on an ex- 
change of personnel,” says Dr. 
Schneider. “Theologians, stu- 
dents, journalists, people in “all 
walks of life. Understanding is 
a matter of communications. 
We must know how the other 
people think and live.”

Purple Orchids Grow 
In a Marshy Field 


: By Leonard Hall 


O matter how well one knows his particular small 

corner of the universe, there are always new won- 

ders to discover. Thus on a day last summer when 
we were cutting some persistent hickory sprouts in 
one of our low-lying 
fields, I noticed a 
strange flower bloom- 
ing beneath a wild 
rose bush. It was 
soon identified as 
Habenaria peramoe- 
na, variously. called 
fringeless purple or- 
chid or purple fanlip 
orchid. The species 
is not particularly 
rare in Southeastern 
Missouri, yet this 


had found the plant 
in bloom at Possom 
Trot and I was sur- 
prised to discover it 
growing in a meadow 
which has been 
grazed intermittently 
for a hundred years. 

Last week, wanting 
to record the flower on color film, I went searching 
again through that marshy corner of the field. And I 
was rewarded, for this time I found a dozen or more 
of the orchids in bloom. Although by no means as 
spectacular as the lady slippers of the spring wood- 
land, the purple orchid is one of the lovelier members 
of this large family. The plant with its single stalk 
grows to a height of two feet or more and has numer- 
ous bright purple flowers about an inch in length. At 
the top of the flower is a little cap and the fan-shaped 
lip beneath is divided into three triangular sections, 
with an inch-long spur which is typical of Habenaria. 

Admittedly this is a dull description of a blossom 
which reminds Ginnie of a miniature ballet dancer;

Like most orchids, Habenaria 
is difficult to transplant unless one can duplicate ex- 
actly the conditions under which it naturally thrives. 
This is never an easy task with plants native to acid, 
marshy soils.

A DOZEN YARDS from the little orchids is a low 
swale which, in wet years, holds a foot or so of water 
until mid-July. Here grows the buttonbush, a small 
shrub whose Latin name Cephalanthus means “a 
head of flowers.” The name is apt, for at the end 
of each twig is a cluster of balls crowded with tiny 
tubular blossoms. From each flowerlet extends a sta- 
men, so that the whole gives the effect of many small 
pincushions. Buttonbush belongs to the Madder fam- 
ily which contains such disparate species as the coffee 
and quinine trees of the tropics and the tiny bluets 
of our midwestern spring. It is prized by the apiarist 
for its flow of nectar and during the blossoming sea- 
son is host to countless bees, butterflies and other 
insects. This makes it an ideal shrub for the pho- 
tographer to visit if he wants pictures of these species. 

Our little buttonbush swamp is a favorite nesting 
place for birds. Each year we list here the sora and 
Virginia rails. A colony of red-winged blackbirds 
build in the shruhs each season; while in the lowest 
branches are nests of dickcissel and chipping sparrow. 
A gnarled ald willow oak leans far out over the marsh 
and here we always find the nests of orchard orioles. 

It might be possible to drain this acre or two, plow 
ityand aeeti it down.to.tame grass. In fact, most.of 
our agricultural friends.would look askance at anyone

Diabetics 


EAR DR. STEINCROHN: I 
[pave a problem feeding my 

husband who is 52 and has 
diabetes. He is a difficult pa- 
tient. When they found sugar 
in his urine about a year ago 
he became irritable and despon- 
dent. He becomes especially so 
when he has to take his insulin 
and when his diet is restricted. 
In fact, it is I who must give 
him his insulin every morning. 

Our doctor is very strict. He 
wants his urine examined for 
sugar every day and he also has 
him come in for fasting blood 
sugar tests every month at 
least. 

My husband keeps ranting 
about a friend of his who also 
has diabetes and has an “easier 
time of it.” His friend tells 
him that his doctor lets him eat 
practically everything as long 
as he doesn't overdo it. He also 
takes insulin, but his doctor 
isn't as strict as my husband's. 
He tells him that it isn’t neces- 
sary to come in for regular 
blood sugar tests. My hus- 
band’s friend doesn’t even have 
to examine his urine every day. 
As long as he feels well and 
doesn’t lose weight his doctor 
is satisfied. 

Now what bothers me is who 
is right and who is wrong. I 
assure you I'd hate to think I 
was taking a lot of pleasure 
away from my husband by keep- 
ing him out of the kitchen and 
icebox for no good reason. 
Eating is one of life’s pleasures 
and it is cruel to keep food 
away from a big man unneces- 
sarily. Can you help? Sincere- 
ly, Mrs. D.D.B. 

* * * 

ANSWER: If it’s true that it 
is hard to teach an old dog new 
tricks—which it isn’t—it is also 
not true that it is hard to ad- 
just to a new diet when one 
has passed 50. Good co-opera- 
tion depends more upon the in- 
dividual than upon his age. 

Your husband will probably 
complain if you give him what 
hé considers a more satisfac- 
tory diet. The fact that he de- 
pends upon you for his insulin 
injections indicates that you 
have spoiled him—or that he 
was spoiled long before you 
met him. (Please do not con- 
sider me as being too personal; 
I am only expressing my reac- 
tions to your problem.) 

Now as for management of 
diabetes. As you know, the two 


mainstays in treatment are 
proper diet and insulin injec- 
tions. There is more or less one 
school of thought about insulin 
needs and administrations; but 
there are two schools in the 
profession as regards diet. Some 
believe in the strict control of 
diet; the others are more len- 
ient.

DURING the past few years 
a more .lenient group—headed 
up by Dr. Edward Tolstoi, As- 
sociate Professor of Clinical 
Medicine at Cornell—is in favor 
of letting down restrictive bars 
that have so long hemmed in 
diabetics. For example, here is 
some of Dr. Tolstoi’s thinking 
on the question: 

“I direct my patient to eat a 
normal diet—not a ‘free’ diet, 
where he indulges himself in 
any way he likes, as with a 
box of candy and three or four 
ice-cream sodas, for that is not 
normal even for a nondiabetic; 
a ‘free’diet is a misnomer and 
should be called a normal diet. 

“I advise for breakfast such 
food as fruit juice, eggs, toast 
and coffee (or cereal, if he pre- 
fers, instead of eggs); for lunch 
a sandwich or salad and coffee, 
tea or milk and some fresh 
fruit for dessert; for dinner, an 
appetizer, clear broth, an aver- 
age serving of meat, fish or 
poultry, and vegetables as de- 
sired and a generous portion of 
green salad, fresh fruit, jello, 
custard or ice cream for des- 
sert. I do not ask him to test 
his urine regularly for glucose.” 

Dr. Tolstoi of course, also 
prescribes insulin to keep his 
patient at normal weight.

Disarmament 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 
NEW YORK. 

VERY one in this country 
F stouia have listened to Sec- 

retary of State John Foster 
Dulles’s speech on disarmament. 
I hope those who didn’t hear it 
have at least read the news- 
paper accounts carefully. 

It would appear that the Ad- 
ministration and the President 
have proposed to the London 
disarmament conference certain 
concepts of arms control that 
Congress may not, as yet, be 
ready to accept. Since Congress 
is in close touch with the people, 
it is important that all of us be 
fully informed about the na- 
ture of these proposals, so 
that we can bring our influence 
to bear on the members of 
Congress. 

Otherwise, if the proposals 
were suddenly accepted by the 
Soviet Union, the Administra- 
tion might find itself in the 
difficult position of being un- 
able to get the consent of Con- 
gress to the disarmament con- 
trols our negotiators proposed. 

For years now, many wise 
people have been troubled by

CATCI have thick coverings, 
or “skins.”

Even on desefts, rain falls 
now and then. Cacti have learn- 
ed the art of storing water 
from each rain. They drink it 
up through the roots. Instead of 
saving for a rainy day, these 
plants save for a sunny day. 

Cacti differ widely in height. 
Some of them spread out close 
to the ground, with the upper 
parts hardly an inch above the 
surface. Even these have sharp
